C omnnlBAion. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 


ThurHflay, ut a session held at Washington, 
D. C., in an opinion by Commissioner 
Veasey, announced ite decision in the cases 
brought by tbe Georgia Railroad Company 
against the Cincinnati. New, Orleans and 
TCXM Pucific Railway Company, this Louis- 
ville aiid Nashville and other roads and 
ateaicsh'p lines, seven in all, involving 
rates for long nod nhort haula from Cincin- 
nati and other Ohio river points and from 
North Atlantic pointa to points in the 
Southern territory. 
The long-and-sbort- 


haul clause of the ioteratata commerce law 
is construed by the commiBBion in the light 
of more than five years' operation of tho 
law and decisions heretofore rendered by 
the coin ID lesion and tbe courts. 


Some of the points decided are as fol- 


lows: The phrase, "Common center, con- 
trol, management or arrangement fat the 
continuous carriage of shipment," in the 
first section of the act to regulate com- 
mercp, was intended to cover all interstate 
traffic carried through to destination, over 
all rail or part rail or part water and part 
rail lines. The receipt successively of two 
or more carriers of transportation of traffic, 
shipped under through bills fol a contin- 
uous carriage, and a previous formal ar- 
rangement between them if) not necessary 
to bring Buoh transportation under the 
term of the law. 


The total rate for through carriage over 


two or more lines, whether made by the 
addition of established locals or of through 
and local rates, or upon a less proportionate 
basis, is the through rate that is subject to 
scrutiny by the regulating authority. 


Tbe fourth section of tbe act is construed 


and the principles laid down in the repeti- 
tions of the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road Company in the Senate Committee's 
reports 278 and 31. Report 31 is reaffirmed, 
except the ruling therein whereby carriers 
were permitted to judge for themselves )n 
the first instance of'wbat constitutes rare 
and peculiar cases of competition between
